As  I  write  this,  during  the  first  week  of  January,  I  look  back  at  the 
month  of  December  for  KPFK  —  bursting  with  joys  and  heartaches: 
WINTERFAIRE  brought  many  folks  together  and  succeeded  in  rais- 
ing $37,000  after  bills  were  paid— our  goal  was  $35,000;  our  good 
friend  Ahna  Armour  passed  away  on  December  21;  our  antennas 
nearly  froze  into  eternal  silence  and  caused  frequent  transmission 
dumps  until  we  installed  heaters. 

1  look  back  at  the  seven  months  since  June— we've  stabilized  the 
financial  crisis  by  cutting  expenses,  paying  off  $35,000  of  our  im- 
mediate debt;  and  remaining  current  with  monthly  bills.  With  the 
donation  of  a  computer,  we  have  been  able  to  re-organize  the  sub- 
scription/renewal system  so  that  it  is  current,  effective,  and  in- 
house.  We  have  developed  station  policies,  a  staff  and  programmer 
evaluation  process,  improved  communication,  rehab'd  the 
building,  and  layed  the  groundwork  for  new/more  consistent 
funding. 

I  take  this  time  and  space  in  the  February  Folio  to  review  what  we 
have  built  in  the  first  7  months  of  KPFK's  26th  year— a  solid  new 
beginning— one  which  will  be  continued  by  the  staff,  volunteers, 
programmers,  board  and  supporters  who  did  it ...  I  will  not  be  here 
to  continue  as  General  Manager.  I  will  be  leaving  KPFK  as  of 
February  28.  Prior  to  coming  to  KPFK,  much  of  my  work  was  with 
the  homeless  and  the  de-institutionalized  mentally-ill.  Things  have 
worsened  for  this  population.  1  really  miss  direct  services  and  want 
to  get  back  to  working  one-on-one  and  developing  new,  responsive 
programs,  as  well  as  help  organize  on  the  local/state/national  level 
for  systemic  change.  I  have  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  work 
with  and  for  Pacifica  Radio,  and  hope  my  brief  stay  made  some 
helpful/hopeful  difference.
